Although seeding was late this 
spring due to the abnormal spring 
moisture, the growing season has 
been ideal with sufficient rain to 
produce good crops and harvesting 
has at last started in the Didsbury 
district. Farmers cast of town have 
heen cutting barley, oats and rye 
this past ten days and some wheat 
has been swathed, With the ab- 
sence of hail the crops are good 
on the whole and yields are expect: 
ed to be better than average. 

On the edge of town Ken McCoy 
reports ibout 25 acres of wheat in 
swath, and by Monday night had 
over 150 acres of oats and barley 
cut and stooked, 

Harvesting has also started west 
of town and many farmers have 
commenced cutting oats, barley 
and rye. Wheat is a little later in 
this area but given warm weather 
it will be ready for the binder with- 
in the next gen days or two weeks | 
at the latest. Outside of a narrow |

strip north and south along the, 
Doy Pound there has been little 
hail damage this year in the Dids- 
bury district, and feed supplics 
will be abundant this fall. The hay 
crop was excellent and has all been 
yvarnered. 

Frosts have held off so far and 
to date no frost damage has been 
reported, Gardens are excellent 
and the wild blue berry and cran- 
herry crop in the bushland west of 
Didsbury is said to be good this 
vear, 

Given normal harvest weather 
the Didsbury district will produce 
a large crop this year. Livestock 
have come through the summer in 
excellent shape and with the higher 
prices prevailing farmers on the! 
whole seem to be contented with 
the results of their past year's) 
work,

With all due respect to Cana- 
‘dian hunters and all the criticism 
that can be leveled at those who 
break the law, it would appear that 
the kill by Canadian hunters of 
migratory water fowl is still but a 
drop of blood in the annual water 
fowl kill each year.

On Monday, August 16, export 
controls on beef cattle, calves, beef 
and veal were removed by the fed- 
eral government after having been 
in effect since June, 1942. The 
United States duty on beef and 
beef products is 3 cents a pound. 

This action has resulted in an in- 
crease in cattle prices, a top of 27 
cents a pound for prime steers hav- 
ing heen recorded at the Calgary 
stockyard. What the ultimate ef- 
fect will be is hard to say, but it 
is unlikely that prices of meats will 
be as high in Canada as in the 
United States. 

In commenting on the federal 
yovernment'’s action, Hugh W. 
Allen, president of the Alberta 
Livestock Co-operative, stated “Tt 


is hoped that those who take ob- | 


jection to the increased costs of 
meat will bear in mind the fact 
that actually they have been sub- 
sidized out of the farmer's pocket 
all during the war years and up un- 
til the present time.”
